The fact that the postoffice was 
robbed was communicated to the post- 
office inspectors at St. Louis, and it 
s certain they will lose no time in 
Allowing the clew that the robbers 
eft in their wake. 
Chief of Police Love was apprised 
of the robberies only this morning, 
as it was thought possibly the thieves 
had separated after the job, some of

About too of Them in a Lyons, 
New York, School 


ALL HAD SAMPLED TOBACCO. 


It Had Been Distributed By An Agent, 
and the Boys Were Soon 
Heaving Up Jonah. 


About a hundred pupils In the lower 


grades of the Lyons Union school ex ­ 
perimented with chewing tobacco. In 
<x ins^uenc^ of which school had lo 
be dismissed yesterday and a lot of 
doctors summoned, writes a Lyons, N. 
Y., correspondent. 
An advertising agent for a tobacco 
ftrm struck town and began giving 
away samples of leaf tobacco. Each 
package contained two and one half 
ounces. The agent employed a lot of 
boys to band out samples on the 
street 
As a consequence every boy 
of school age was soon going to school 
With a package of tobacco 
ia his pos­ 
session. 
An urchin set the fun going by tak­ 
ing a mouthful of the weed. 
His ex ­ 
ample was promptly followed by the 
rest of the boys. J ust then the school 
bell rang and all 
hands 
filed into 
school. 
Miss Halpin was the first teacher to 
see trouble. Miss Whitney, in the nex t 
room, noticed that some of her pupils 
-were sitting with their heads on the 
desks, while they appeared to be pale. 
Like ex periences happened in three 
rooms. 
f 
te teachers with one accord sprang 
to the hell and 
rang 
up Principal 
Kinney. The latter did not know what 
was up, and thought fire had broken 
outfall over the building. 
He hastily 
ran into Miss 
Halpin’s 
room and 
found the teacher nearly wild. 
"Please, mister.” said one urchin, 
"I know what’s the matter wid dose 
kids. 
Dey’s been chewin' terbacker.” 
At this Principal Kinney inspected the 
pockets of the sick lads and drew forth 
ft package of tobacco. 
Miss Halpin 
made a tour of investigation and found 
each of the 18 sick boys had tobacco. 
While all this had been going on 
in Miss Halpin's room the other teach­ 
ers had, after frantic but futile ef­ 


forts to raise Principal Kinney on the 
bell, telephoned to doctors, and soon 
five physicians came trooping into 
the school house. 
The doctors labored with the chil­ 
dren, and finally the pupils in all the 
five grades were let out of school for j 
the afternoon, the 
sick ones going 
home, some with other children and 
some with their parents. 
Health Oflicer Veeder, as he heard 
of the occurrence, took steps to ap­ 
prehend the agent who had been dis­ 
tributing the tobacco samples, but he 
had gone West on the 
3:45 train. 
Meanwhile all kinds of spanking ap­ 
paratus have been kept busy in many 
homes. 
The lesson taught about the 
misery caused by tobacco is said to 
have been better than any taught the 
youngsters from a book.

Tips From an Old Tim er About Hunt­ 
ers’ Equipment. 


“This weather will mak e the deer 
r\in,** said Orv ille R. Kenney, Catawiia, 
Price county, to the Milwauk ee Free 
Press. 
“T^ast week I went through a 
considerable portion of the deer coun­ 
try and noticed that all precautions 
hav e ev idently been tak en by v isiting 
hunters against a sudden spell of cold 
weather, and today’s portion look s as 
though they were wise. The time for 
hunting deer in Wisconsin is a pecu­ 
liar season. 
“Generally at the opening it is warm 
and balmy, Indian summer, and at the 
close it is apt to 
be down to zero, 
with a heav y cov ering of snow on the 
ground. 
A good hunter must tak e a 
widely v aried wardrobe with him. 
“Only the hardiest of hunters now* 
camp out in teigs. 
Old log cabins, 
abandoned lumber 
camps or rough 
shack s of poles mak e ideal camps. 1 
hav e nev er forgotten the first time I 
hunted deer. 
“A chum and myself were twenty 
miles from the 
nearest 
town, with 
nothing btit our 
outfit and a tent. 
After a week of fine w(‘ather. during 
which w’c congratulated ourselv es on 
not being housed in a stuffy hut. it 
suddenly turned 
cold, 
and for two 
w’cek s we came as near freezing dur­ 
ing the nights as T ev er want to be. 
We had a small stov e in the tent, but 
it gav e little warmth. Many mornings 
w’hen we aw’ok e there w'ere sev eral 
inches of ice in buck ets containing 
water w’hich we had placed in the 
tent the night before. 
Preparations 
for cold weather 
should always be 
made by deer hunters.”

share of a div idend of $10 a share de­ 
clared yesterday by the Standard Oil 
company, says the New York World. 
The total div idend will be $10,000,000 
and Mr. Rock efeller now owns 50 per 
cent of the capital stock of the com­ 
pany, in addition to 49 per cent of the 
capital stock of all subsidiary com­ 
panies. 
The $10 a share declared yesterday 
for the quarter compares with $6 for 
for the prev ious quarter, and $7 for 
the corresponding quarter of last year. 
The increase of $3 per share explains 
the adv ance made in September by 
the Standard 
Oil 
company in the 
price of oil. 
The consumers of pe­ 
troleum were thereby forced to in­ 
crease 
Mr. 
Rock efeller’s Christmas 
present. 
The declaration of yesterday mak es

year 1905 40 per cent, or $40,000,000.
